THE SARDINIAN BRIGANDS- 

A Sensation Caused by the Outrages Perpe- 
trated by the Miscreants— Troops 
Ordered Out. 

( |R0MK, Nov. IB — Additional details of tho 
raid on Tortoli, Sardinia, woro received to- 
day, In tho fight with tho townsmen tho 
brigandB wounded :30 men. They hold pos- 
oosslon of tho town for hours without en- 
countering sorious oppooition, plundering 
shops and houses, and maltreating several 
citizens. They did not lea vo tho town until 
thov collected coins, gold and jewola valued 
at 200,000 lire. They fired b'ix volleys ua 
they marohod away, probably to intimidate 
all who might think of pursuing them. They 
carried with them their five wounded, one 
of whom waB dying. They started on tho 
road to Nuoro, but tho commander of the 
troops summoned from Cagliari regarded this 
aa a mere feint and sent hiB men out in all 
directions. One party of soldiors found a 
headless body, evidently that of the brigond 
who was dying when tho band left Tortoli, 
and his hoad is supposed to havo boon taken 
to prevent identification. In Cagliari it is 
said that tho brigands wero not professional 
murderorB, but were residents of tho Tortoli 
district. Five men of Tortoli havo been 
arreBted on suspicion that they woro in col- 
lusion with tho band. The whole country 
is greatly excited aa more raids aro feared, 
Troops havo been ordered to Sardinia from 
Clvit, Veoohia and Leghorn. The nows of 
the raid has been published hero as a sensa- 
tion, although as yob nothing has boon 
learned to Bhow that tho brigands had any 
other motive than robbery.

EUROPEAN ^SETTLEMENT. 



The Course of Kaiser Wilhelm Causes 
Diplomats to Wonder What's 
Coming-. 



Indications of Russian Friendliness 
Being Aroused for Eng- 
land. 



St PKTEitSBinto, Nov. 15 — The Czar's 
constant and marked attentions to tho Friuoe 
of WaleB havo been much noticed, and ore 
thought to prelude closer relations between 
England and Russia, The Prinoo of Wales 
and the Duke of York had a grand recop- 
lion at the Anitchkoff palace,this afternoon- 
All tho generals and staff officers now in St. 
Petersburg went, ablazo with their medals 
and orders. Tlio gorgeousness of the scone 
was hardly dimmed by the signs of mourn- 
ing. Tho Grand Dukos asBiBted at tho re- 
ception and most of thorn signed the Prince 
of Wales' visiting book. 

The Czar, tho Princess AHx of Heaso, the 
Grand Dukes, the L'rinco of Wales and the 
Britiah and German embassies wero at tho 
station to-day to rocoivo the Duko of York, 
thoDukeof Suxc Coburg Gothaand tho Prin- 
cess Irene, wifo of Prince Henry of Prussia. 
The Czar received tho Duke of York, who is 
an old friend, moat cordially. Most of the 
time of the court every day is oooupied with 
the reception of royal visitor!. 

Loudon, Nov. 15 —The Vienna corres- 
pondent of the Standard Bonds a dispatch 
to-nigbt oonoerning the position of Germany 
in Europe and the relations of tho Triplo 
Alliance to England, in the latter case bas- 
ing his observations on Lord Rosebory'B al- 
lusions to Russia in his Guildhall speech. 
The impression that England is tending to- 
wards a rapprochement with Franoe and 
Russia and an estrangement from the Triplo 
Alliance, he says, causes uneasiness and re 
grot, which aro reflected in tho Vionna 
papera. 

Commenting on thia despatch, the Stand- 
ard says : " la Germany taking the placo 
so long occupied by France, as tho isolated 
power of Europe 1 The events of tho last 
few weeks undoubtedly strengthen the im- 
pression that Emperor William's recent 
policy has not tended to inoroaBO the num- 
ber of his friends, or the sense of security 
felt by his allies. Austria rtsoog- 
niE?s tho need of England's support 
oven to the maintenance of the Triple 
alliance. She also perceives Einporor Wil- 
liam'! scarcely veiled hostility to England 
in matters in which she and Germany are 
jointly interested," 

The Standard discusses tho overthrow of 
Bismarck and Caprivi, remarking that tho 
latter's fall is still unexplained. " It is not 
unnatural," says the writer, "that Borne 
persons conclude that Caprivi's retirement 
was duo to the waywardness of the Em- 
peror. The people feel that tho orown 
Itself is the centre and cause of the 
changes 'to whioh Germany and her friends 
are subjected without adequate apparent 
reason. Germany's foroign polioy at this 
moment is quite as inexplicable aa her domes- 
tic policy, and a matter of far greater anx- 
iety. When she knew her own mind a sense 
of security was the result. This is not so 
now."

ALEXANDER'S FATAL DISEASE. 



Professor Zacbarin's Account of the Mal&dy- 
Tue Late Czar Objected to 



Sr. Petersburg, Nov. 15.— The Moscow 
Gazette publiahea to-day a long letter from 
Professor Zioharin, giving a full account of 
Alexander Ill's fatal disease and the con- 
tributing causes. 

The weather is clear and cold. A large 
number of royal personages have arrived 
from different parts of Europe to attend the 
obBequiea of the late Cz»r. Line3 of peoplo 
aro constantly surging into tho cathedral 
to look into the face of tho dead Emperor. 
Recent rains spoiled some of tho decorations, 
but all are being rapidly replaced. 

Although not officially announced, tho 
wodding of theO.ir and PrinoeBS Alix is 
quietly to take place Nov. 23 or lit, Tho 
torolgn princea are expectod to remain for 
the celebration. This is said to have boen 
Alexander IIPs wiBh, but some of tho fre- 
quent and Buddcn changes of the court ar- 
rangements may prevent the execution of 
tho plan. Tho date of the funeral is still un- 
known. It it now us likely to bo tho 17th 
as tho 20th. 

Berlin, Nov. IS — The Tagoblatt says 
that just before his departure Alexander 
111 urged the present Czir not to keep tho 
theatres too loug in mourning. " I do not 
wish," ho said, "to huvo so many become 
unhappy and loao their bread by my death." 
Nicholas II has siuco given 500,000 roubles 
to tho actors and others mado idle by tho 
closing of tho places of amusomont. 

London, Nov. 15. — The Diily Nows oor 
respondent In St, Peteraburg saya : " More 
than 10,000 siok porsonB from tho provinces 
have arrived hero hoping to bo cured of dis- 
ease by kissing Alcxandor Ill's forehead. 
One old couple walked three days from 
Sohlieasolburg to tho cipital. The 
patience of thoBO wishing to seo the body is 
remarkable. For instance persons atanding 
at tho Bourso at midnight on tho 13th did 
nob reach the cathedral until six o'olook on 
the morning of tho 1-1 th. 

The United ProaB correspondent writing 
from Moscow on tho 11th confirms tho re 
port thut tho embalming was defootivo. Tho 
face was thon beginning to appear bloated, 
and tho hands wero swelling. 



TRAITOROUS CONSPIRACY. 

■Widespread System of Betraying Confidential 
Information to Klval Gov- 
ernments. 

Paws, Nov. 15. — Inquiry into the case of 
Captain Dreyfus, now confined in tho mili- 
tary prison for having sold information oon 
oorning tho frontior forts to tho Italian gov 
ernment and othorwiao betraying tho mill 
tary seorota of tho Fronoh govornmont haB 
disclosed tho oxistenoo of a wide- 
spread systom of spying, with whioh 
ho was connoatod, Three moro arroBls havo 
boon made as a result of tho inquiry, the 
persona arrested being two GormanB namod 
R. Von Cassoll and Sohoenbeok ond a 
Frenchman whoso nomo the authorities havo 
nob given. General Monoior, minister of 
war, ordered a aearoh of their opartmentB, 



with tho rosult of finding a numbor of in- 
orlminatiDg dooumonts revealing a plot of 
wide ramifications, and it is expeoted that a 
number of arrostB in oonnootion will soon be 
mado. 

U. 8. TREASURY LOAN 

Said to be Eagerly Sought !n England- 
Opinion of tho " Loudon Times. " 

London, Nov. 15 — The U. S. loan of 
$50,000,000 is hunted after by financiers. 
The Rothschilds have cabled tho Belmont 
banking houso to subscribe to the now loan 
promptly in their name. 

The Times says in a leader on tho Ameri- 
oan treasury loan: " It muBt draw gold 
from tho hoards, which are most numerous 
in California and the West generally. Wo 
hopo that the stipulation of gold subscrip- 
tions by the government will not bring 
about a premium on the metal through the 
government itself putting a kind of boycott 
on ourrenoy dollars. Tno interest in the ex- 
periment in the U. S. must bo mingled with 
uneasiness. The effect promises to be small." 

New York, Nov. 15 — It is believed that 
the largest subscribers to the new govern- 
ment loan will be Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
the Unitod States Trust Company, tho Un- 
ion Trust Company, J. & W. Soligman, 
Brown Brothers, Kuhne, Loeb & Co., and 
Speyer & Co., some of whom will aot as 
agents of English and German finananoial 
institutions. A leading bank president, 
speaking of the new loan, said to-day : " If 
the banks aro to pay for the bonds it will 
tako all their gold, whilo if gold is to be im- 
ported for the purpose, rateB of exchange 

ill be reduced materially. The trust com- 
panies probably havo a great deal of gold in 
their vaults. 

The Daily News says of the proposed 
bond iBsuo in Washington : " The isbuo of 
treasury bonds in America will nob aff-ct 
this market, but any step towards improv- 
ing the United States ourrenoy would have 
a marked tffeot upon tho situation. Confid- 
ence in American credit would strengthen 
and the power of tho oountry to attraot gold 
would speedily reassert itself " 

The Daily Telegraph says : " The opera- 
tion apparently will have little or no effect 
here. Reform of the ourrenoy ia groatly 
needed, but it is unlikely that any proposal 
by Mr. Cleveland will find much real sup- 
port after the reoont elections." 

EUROPEAN STORMS. 

Great Destruction in England and on tho 
Continent— Many Lives Lost. 

London, Nov. 15 — As the result of the 
violent winds and heavy rains thousands of 
persons in Bath have boen rendered home- 
less by the overflowing of the Avon. Gen- 
eral rainfall still oontinues throughout Eng- 
land but the gales have abated. 

The British ship Culmore founded in yes 
terday's gale off Spurnhead, Yorkshire. 
Twenty-two persona wore loBt, inoludingthe 
captain and his wife. It is bolievod the 
British Bteamer Zando was also lost yes- 
terday. 

Heavy floods aro reported on the Island of 
Cyprus. , , 

A dispatch from Limasol says twenty-one 
persona have been drowned, and the number 
of animals destroyed number thousanda. 



A COSTLY UNDERTAKING. 

Strong Feeling in France That War With 
Madagascar Would Be a Most 
Expensive Affair. 

London, Nov. 15.— ThePariB correspond- 
ent of the Daily News Bays of the proposal 
to appropriate 65,000,000 francs for the 
campaign in Madagascar : " Despite tho fact 
that eight members of the committee out of 
eleven favor the Madagascar credit, the de- 
bate in the chamber will bo squally. Tho 
radicals and socialists will oppose the grant. 
It is widely felt that Franeo has committed 
herself to a course likely to be extremely 
unpopular and far ooBtlior than the govern 
me nt ventures to avow. 



BRITISH LIBERAL PROGRAMME. 

Earl UoBebery Defines tho Position of the 
Party He Leads. 

London, Nov. 15.— Speaking at Glasgow 
last night, Lord RoBcbery stated that tho 
Liberal programme would include Scotch 
and Webh diaeBtabliBhment. He doolarod 
that he did not despair of solving tho 
problem which America, Franoe, Austria 
and Hungary had solved. This reference to 
the Houso of Lords is variously interpreted. 
The Times, in a loader, Bays it thinks it indi- 
cates that nothing will bo dono prior to an 
appeal to tho country. 

IRISHMEN FREE 

McCarthy Says tho National Federation Are 
Not Pledged to Any British Party. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 15. — At a mooting of the 
central branch of tho National Federation 
yosterday afternoon, Justin McCarthy said 
it was not true that tho Irish parliamentary 
party had ever plodgod itself to any EagliBh 
government. Thoy wero aB froo as over to 
doolaro their own terms and to break from 
any government refusing to recognize the 
full olaims of tho Irish people, whoever wont 
out or camo into offico. 



NORTHWEST BLIZZARD. 

A Severe Storm In Nebraska Damages at 
Least Half of tho State. 

OMAHA, Nob., Nov. 15. — Roports from 
tho central ond western parts of tho stato 
tell of o sovero blizzird whioh is roging, 
and much serious damago to rango stock ia 
fearod. Tho Btorm area covers at loast half 
of the stato. It oamo from the Northwost 
at 9 o'olook. Tho tomporaturo began to fall 
early, and by noon a regular blizzird was 
in progress. Peoplo in all directions woro 
caught unprepared, but so far no. reports of 
Iobb of lifo havo boen reported.

Winnipeg Merchants Oppose Changes 
in the Grain Standards During 
Shipping Season. 



Manitoba Freight Charges Commission 
-The Political Outlook in the 
Maritime Provinces. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 15 — Seoretary Boll, of tho 
Winnipeg Board of Trade, was engaged 
with Hon. Mr. Daly and Controller Wood 
for several hours to-day discussing tho 
question of grain standards. Mr. Bell saya 
the Manitoba grain men aro strongly op- 
posed to any ohango in tho standards in the 
middlo of the shipping season, and is satis- 
fied the government will not tako any ac- 
tion that would bo adverse to tho interests 
of the farmers. 

P. S. Arahibild and H. H. Sohaefer, of 
the Intercolonial, left for Winnipeg this 
afternoon, Tho two gentlemon aro respec- 
tively chairman and seoretary of tho com- 
mission to inquire into the question of 
freight oharges in Manitoba and the North- 
west. The inquiry will be opened at Win- 
nipeg next Monday. 

Controller of Customs Wallace returned 
from the maritimo provinces to-day. He 
says tho suooess of reoent political meetings 
augurs well for the Liboral- Conservative 
party in the maritime provinces at tho gon- 
eral elections. He was groatly pleasod with 
tho insight he got into the iron industries. 

General Herbert says that Canadian forces 
are not eligible for the Queen's decoration 
for long service volunteers ; our force is 
militia not volunteors Ab tho city oorpB 
in Canada approximate closest to English 
volunteers, pay of men usually going into 
regimental funds, the General favors tho idea 
that two classes of military could be organ- 
ized in the Dominion— city corps consti- 
tuting volunteers and rural battalions the 
militia.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Marter, leader of the .Provincial Conserva- 
tives, Causes; a Sensation— The " Empire " 
Newspaper— JIcCarthylteB and Patrons, 

Toronto, Nov. 15.— (Special)— Tho poli- 
tical sensation of the hour lb tho address de- 
livered here last night by George T. Martor, 
the new leader of the Conaorvatives In On- 
tario. In his inuugural addrees on Novem- 
ber ti, ho made no mention of sop^rate 
sohools and was taunted by his opponents 
with either wilful ovaaion of the subject or 
disinclination to renew the religious agita- 
tion of the recent elootions. Laat night Mr. 
Marter laid do.vn hia lino of policy. Aftor 
assailing tho political attitude of the Roman 
Catholic ohuroh in Ontario, he boldly de- 
clared himself for the abolition of the Catho- 
lic eoparate Bohoola and pledged himsolf to 
aBBiBt in effeoting it if it could bo dono by 
conatitutional muona. Mr. Martor doolarod 
himBelf unflinchingly a Prohibitionist and if 
hia aupportora did not like it they oould find 
anothor leader. 

It ia Btatod on good authority that tho Mc- 
GarthyitoB will withdraw their candidates 
from aevoral Ontario ridings whoro tho Pa- 
trons or other tarill' reformers are alroady in 
tho fiold. 

In tho polico court a boy named Bernard 
MacMahon was fined $1 and costs or fifteen 
daps for kissing a young girl on tho struct. 

The World, Conaervativo, this morning 
□ays the Empire atookholdora aro willing to 
assign their stock to a syndicate if the latter 
will run tho paper without consideration for 
what thoy have paid in.

Sir Charles Topper Declares Its Continuance 
a Foregone Conclusion— Keaeons 
for Britain's Action. 

Dundee, Nov. 15 —Sir Cbarloa Tuppor 
in an addrees to the farmers said to-day it 
made no difference how olearly it might be 
proved that contagious pleuro-pnoumonia 
did not exist among cattlo in Canada, it was 
o foregone ooncluaion that the British gov- 
ernment would exclude Canadian oattle. 
This prohibition, he aaid, waa chiefly due to 
the oonnootion of Rt. Hon. Mr. Chaplin, 
formerly president of the board of agricul- 
ture, with the agrioultural society. Reso- 
lutions wero passed deolaring that the agita- 
tion against the aotion of tho government in 
excluding Canadian oattle would continue 
unabated.

Frederick Villiovg ana James Creel 
man Utadfl Prisoner's of War 
iu ivorea. 

TUe Guard Tells How It All Occurred 
—A My 8 terion8 Es- 
cape. 

Two wb" known w »r correspondents who 
are immediately recognized lkB James Creel- 
man and Fredorio Vill'"™, an over-zoalouB 
Japanese guard on d an interpreter were tho 
chief notora i a » little oomody enacted on the 
10th of October, tr »o soeno of which was laid 
at Kishinbo, Koreu, on board the Japanose 
transport whicb Was to convey tho Chinese 
prisoners taken in the Ping Yang fight to 
Hiroshima- How the trouble arose is thus 
quolntly told by 'ho guard in question, who 
(despite tbe military regulations of which ho 
has so muoh to B ttV ) v/rites of his grievance 
to the Tokyo Chuvvo : 

" Tho prisoner 8 nrrivod at Kishinbo on 
the afterno°n of lr »e lOih," ho a&ys, "and 
preparations wore immediately commenced 
for their trans shipment to tho Yv'ukanoura 
Maru. vVe wor° thus engoged when a boat 
came off from Bh or o containing t«o ' red- 
bearded and blu" ty.,d follows' with a Jap 
anesa interpreter. They camo without per 
mission on board t no boat wo wore guarding 
and bogan to talk with tho prisoners. Their 
action was so v ory provoking that I rushed 
up to the foreigners with the intention of 
kicking tbom out. But a certain major 
who was standing with thorn soemod to be 
treating them a8 hl 8 friends, and bo 1 then 
refrained from dolo g anything with them. 

"Aftor the m»iot went away the ' red- 
bearded fallows ' Wore seen giving something 
to tho prisoners w hich they took out of 
their pockets. Seeing this I at onco ran to 
Mr. Okaniura, * corporal, and informed him 
of the f,»cc The Corporal, who is a quick- 
tempered man, r an to the Bcene, knooked 
down the interpreter, took from tho prison- 
ers what the foreigners had given to them, 
and then conducted tho two ' red-bearded ' 
ones to the deck whore he began to question 
tbem. On 6 of the foreigners said that he 
was Jamee. of the \yorld of America, and 
the other proclaimed himBelf to be Villiora, 
of an illustrated magazine of England. The 
interpreter Was a Outivo of Izugahara named 
Na«aao T°kuju What the ' red-fellows 1 
gave to the pri BO o.era wore cigarettes and 
matches. 

"Now, land Mr. Okamura altornatoly 
began to put questions to tho foreigners. 
We said : 1 You ar e journalists of enlight- 
ened oountriea, » n d what do you think of 
the Japanese arniy 1 You have come on 
board thi fl ship without permission, and, 
moreover, you g 9V e the prisoners dangerous 
articles liko mashes. How ia this thus ? ' 

" Mr. Okamura wanted an explanation, 
putting hi 8 hand On his sword. Tho ' red 
fellows' only blushed, the elder one laughing 
reckleasly, and replied that as they b»w a 
certain Japanese officer give the prisoners 
Borne tobaouo they thought they might 
do so too, and thus had vio- 
lated the military regulations of 
our country unintentionally. With these 
words they bo»» e( i low like grasshoppers, 
atill smiling. Wo refused to accept their 
explanation, saying : ' You prob-ibly in- 
tend to write to your papers and say we 
walked about on a boat guarded by Japan- 
ese soldiers without obtaining due permis- 
sion, and gave Bon.i matches to the CbinoBO 
prisoners to test What would bo tho conse- 
quence, but the Japanese could not question 
ua at all.' \Vo 8 »id we could not permit 
tbem to do this, and that we would take the 
proper steps against, them. The ' red fel- 
lows 1 then turned pale and aeemed not to 
know what to do o n bearing our words. Wo 
plaoed th«m in the charge of a soldier as 
prisoners of war and wont back to our posts. 

" On embarking oo the Wftkanoura Maru 
the ' red-bearded ' captives wore found to 
have disappeared. £11 the men on guard 
were thereupon m Uch excited, and threaten- 
ed to resign the duty of eBcortingtho prison- 
era and go ba c k to t n e field if violations of 
the military regulations by foreigners wbb 
to be excused. Tho officers could not ex- 
plain how the prisoners had escaped, but 
urged us of the guard to patiently await in- 
vestigation and not act mutinously. We 
wore firm, but certain officers und tho priests 
of the HongWauj' intervened and appeased 
us, and afl the actual offender was a journal- 
ist of America v "° consented to remain on 
duty. If the offender had been the English- 
man—that wou'd havo been different." 

ODT^A^^vllllltfANDS. 

Severo Fight on tl »o Island of -Sardinia With 
tii'' Authorities. 

Rome, Nov. 19. - One hundred brigands 
entered the village of Tortoli, Island of Sar- 
dinia. After plundering a dozen families 
they surrounded tho house of an ex-Mayor, 
batten d i" the <lr> n ra and stole everything 
valuable. They killed ono of tho servants 
who fired °u tli" ,n . Throe policemen and a 
few rosidents °f tho village blocked tho 
stroots. Both a'des opened tiro. Tho fight 
lasted throo h°Ur e . Ono gonsd'armo was 
killed, tb° others ivero wounded severely, 
and many of the townBmon and brigands 
wero irjured m^e or leas seriously. Tho 
brigands evepiu-vlly got away with their 
booty, The (}ove ro or probably will pro- 
claim martial law j„ the Tortoli district.

Whlteway'in SO c CesB«a Materially Depress 
Oolonlit 1 *i rarities Abroad. 

St. Jong's, iJfld., Nov. If) — Tho White- 
wayites have BV?op t St. Johns overwhelm- 
ingly, with Urger majorities than ovor be- 
foro obtained nn the inland. In Ht. Johns 
East the two Whit u wayito candidates wero 
elected, having majorities of about ono 
thousand each. In St. Johns West three 
V/hitowayitCH w oro elected with equally 
largo majorities. No ,VIOUUtIlull< - 1 bonus fell 
several points upon tho foreign exchange up- 
on receipt of t.b° tiowa of the Whitowayite 
victory. The d«ut of tho colony is very 
heavj^ [, n d it is charged that tho Whitoway- 
ito party has been muinly instrumental in 
incroiulng it. Public woik of every descrip- 
tion wm stopp d, tho government feeling 
unablo to m> n tmu without a reasonable 
proBpect of |loati n g bonda for tho amoupt 
necessary to 00 ver tr) o expenditures. Rail- 
way operations ar Q also suspended. 



MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Sir Donald A. Smith's Keasons for Declining 
a Peerage— Preparing for the 
Governor-General. 

Montreal, Nov. 15.— (Special)— A com. 
mittoo of tho Sir. John A. Maodonald olub 
waited on Sir Donald A. Smith at hlg 
Dorchester residence and presented him 
with a congratulatory address expressing 
tho pleasure thoy felt at hia aafo return to 
Montreal. In reply Sir Donald said he 
had refused a peerage because he thought it 
his duty to work for his country to the beat 
of his ability, and ho hoped to be able to 
continue doing bo for many years to come. 

Threo members of tho Governor-Goneral's 
household are in the city fixing up the 
Abbott house on Sherbroke Btreot for his 
occupation on November 23. 

Thirty-soven new caBeB of scarlet fever 
wero reported to tho health authorities yes- 
day. Tho sum of §2000 haa been appro- 
priated to put the oivic hospital in repair 
and procure anti-toxino flerum from New 
York.

Nothing- Doing iu tho Way of Media 
tiou— Exposes of Oue Con- 
testant. 

London, Nov. 15.— The Shanghai corres. 
pondeut of the Central Nows says that tho 
Emperor reooived the foreign ministers to- 
day within the precinotB of tho Pekin palace. 
Li Hung Chang's vicissitudes havo had a 
noteworthy efTeot upon his hold on tho popu- 
lar mind. A charicaturo published in Tient- 
sin and pasted on the wall repreBontB him on 
tho back of a tortoise with a oannon under 
his right arm, sinking a Japanese cruiser. 
Another shows him aa a fish on tho point of 
boing hooked. In the placard Li Hung 
Chang is called Wongpo, me lowest nunieof 
deriBion. 

The TimeB hears from Shanghai that the 
rolations of Li Hung Chang and the Irnporial 
ofiioials in Pekin are now close and uppar- 
ontly cordial. Li Hung Chang's son has 
left Tien Tsin taking with him his valuables. 

Col. Von Hanneken lately submitted at 
the foreign board's request a schonio of mili- 
tary reorganization. The Emperor and the 
Manchu Btatesmon approved tho scheme 
but the stratagom of certain wealthy Ta. 
otais frustrated it. 

The Tokio correspondent of the Central 
Nows telegraphs : Japan has not yet re- 
ceived any peace overtures from China. If 
Japan accepts the American offer of modia. 
tlon, Bho will do so only upon certain con- 
ditions concerning the question of indemni. 
ty. It is understood that Japan's actaaj 
outlay for tho war up to tho praaent haa 
been about £:i0,O00,O0O. 

DiepatcheB from Field Marshal Yamagata 
say thab he is continuing hiB advance in 
Manchuria. His left division is marching 
upon Sui-Yen, where a foroe of 20,00(iCht. 
neso is encamped. The right division re. 
oently routed a large force of Chineso oav. 
airy on the road to Lin-San Kwan, which 
waB occupied later without opposition. The 
division is now advancing upon Wc-Tin- 
Ting, where the Chinese uudor Gen. Tho 
have taken a position. 

The Tien Tsin oorreapondont of the Times 
Bays : " Prince Kung sent back to Port 
Arthur Goneral Shiu with 2,000 men. They 
made a vigorous dofonce eastward of Kin- 
chow on the 7th and checked tho Japanese 
advance, though unsupported by the other 
commanokirs. Another severe fight took 
place on the Sth, when General Shiu wa 8 
overcome by the Japanese then occupying 
Kinchow. Somo thouaanda of refugees flee- 
ing from Kinchow towards the villages in 
the vicinity were miataken for the enemy by 
the Japanese, who fired on thorn 'from the 
defences, killing hundreda." 

YOKOHAMA., Nov. 15 — Dispatches say 
that the land forts at Port Arthur,' compris- 
ing tho defences in the rear, are much 
stronger than tho seaward forts and guns. 
The Japaneae expect that if tho Chinese 
make any defonco of theae positions the en- 
gagement will be a sanguinary ono. 

A Chemulpo dispatch suya the officials of 
tho Koreau government whoso tendencies 
are pro Japanese, are framing a c 'ii»titution 
to be issued at tho beginning of 1&35. 

A Tien l'Bln dispatch saya it ia reported 
thnt Colonel von Hunnoken has been put in 
complete command of the Chinese navy. 

Washington, Nov. 15. — Thero seenia to 
bo a hitch in the proposed United Statoa 
mediation in tho Chinese Japaaoso war. 
State Department officials remain muto on 
tho matter and a bimilar silence appears to 
have been imposed on tho legations of the 
contending powers in this city. 
Nevertheless, it ia understood that no 
notification has yet boon received 
from Japan of tho acceptance of tho U. S. 
offer of mediation, though that proposi- 
Hon waB cabled to Minister ])un to bo pro- 
sonted to the government at Tokio 
on November 0, nine days ago. China, 
to whom through Miniater Donby 'ho 
same proposition was made on tho sumo 
day, in aaid to have:given a "reluctant us. 
eont," as it ia understood hampered by con. 
ditions which do noil Bcem to have been 
complied with. Frequent interviews havo 
boon hud within tho past few days between 
Secretary Orcf-bam and the Chinese and Ja- 
panese ministers, Ivi • whatever may nave been 
accomplished by these conferences it io dear 
to day that no ugreemont hue beon acrived 
at which contemplates a suspension of hos- 
tilities on the part of Japau, and no such 
agreoment appears to be immediately 'in 
prospoot. Thero is an impression that the 
offor of mediation on the part of the United 
States may fail of ita object.

THE SCHOOL CURRICULUM.'. 

There are Borne people in OntarlOi as there 
are in British Columbia, who consider that 
the teachers of tho common Schools ar e ro 
quired to attempt to teach too m»Oy sub- 
jjots. They want to Bee the common achool 
curriculum considerably shortened. They 
contend that it is a waste of time and a mis 
use of energy on the part of both touchers 
and pupils to attempt to overload tho mem 
ories of the children with a ni&ss of words 
to which it is simply impossible for rnost of 
them to attach uny significance, and to try 
to give them a knowledge of subject which 
ia of no use to them now and which 
in the future will he regarded by 
them as bo much Intellectual lumber, 
Many contend thatthis ayatom of cramming 
injures the minds of the children, Perhaps 
it does, but we have a notion that a, largo 
majority of the youngsters are blessed with 
a want of intellectual rocoptiyenoaij that 
causes this superfluous knowledge to slido 
out of their memories as readily as rai n runs 
off a duck's back. Thoro are many who 
wonder how theso children, Who ate con 
atantly forced to study so muny subjects, 
contrivo to learn so very littlo. But it would 
bo quito as reasonable to expect a pint bottle 
to hold a gallon of Water aa to hop that 
children could really learn all that they aro 
so industriously taught. Tho boy or gir 
of fifteon or sixteen who had mastered the 
eighteen or twenty subjects that form tho 
high sohool curriculum of Ontario and Brit 
ish Columbia would bo a kind of intellectual 
phenomenon, and parents ought to be thank- 
ful for what tho moro podagoguo calls tho 
" Btupidity " of their children that prevents 
their honoatly winninghigh marks in »U their 
studies. An ovor-oxclted brain and a badly 
dovolopod body ia not the aort of oapital a 
boy or girl should havo whon ha or sho starts 
out to do tho work of life, Knowledge can 
oan bo picked up on tho journey, hut a con- 
stitution onco enfeohled does not regain Its 
natural atrength readily. 

Some of our Ontario contemporaries aro 
strongly opposed to tba orammtag and forc- 
ing system. Tho Toronto Empire h&a this 
comment on tho movoment commenced in 
this Province to introduce manual training 
into tho publio sohoolB. 

In tho Bchoola of British Columbia manual 
training ia, by a recommendation of the 
Minister, to bo added to tbo curriculum. 
The boys are oxpootod to Uk.0 to the 
handling of tho saw, axo, plane and other 
tools for an hour a day with zest. 1 u its 
way it is an excellent thing for then' ; but 
aftor the lessonB have been furthor short- 
ened by tho timo givou to a variety of fancy 
subjects, if they havo aa many in British Co- 
lumbia aB in Ontario, it ia no \» nder the 
ohildren novor learn to read or Write. 

The Hamilton Spectator Would play 
havoo with tho public Hohool curriculum. It 
would banish many of what the Kmpiro calls 
tho " fancy subjects," and it would havo loss 
time dovotod to geometry, algobra and Latin 



than ia now given to theso aubjoota. It even 
looks aakanoo at grammar aa it is now 
taught. This ia part of what it aaya in its 
controversy with tho Times of that oity : 

But tho Timos was quite astray whon it 
jumped to the conclusion that algebra and 
geometry wero tho only studies to which tho 
Spectator thinks too much attention in given. 
That was only an iuatalmnnt. Another 
study to which very muoh too muoh timo is 
given ia grammar. Ii waa bad enough in 
olden timoa, when tweury-four simple rules 
was all that waa r( quired to bo learned ; 
but tho grammar of Lo-day ia a wonderful 
creation, The book was built to sell to the 
government, and waa built on tho prinoiplo 
that the biggor the book tho more tho profit 
to the builder. Ib ia a bewildering con- 
glomeration of uaolosa information. Leab 
tho Timoa hecomea rabid in tho defense of 
' 1 Mowat's " grammar, we deem it expedient 
hero to atate that that e xperioucod eduoator, 
Bov. Dr. Hums, hus publicly stated that hu 
very much doubts tho utility of the teach- 
ing of grammar us it is now taughb. 

AN ANCIENT INJUNCTION. 

The old aaying, which wo of thia century 
have borrowed from the anoionta, " eay 
nothing of the dood but good," speaks woll 
for tho amiability and good tasto of thoeo 
who adopted it and tried to put it in prac- 
tice ; bub ib ia quito possiblo to oarry what 
appears to be charity in thia matter just a 
littlo too far. It may be interpreted to 
mean that we should praiae thoao who havo 
joined tho great majority without stint, and 
givo them orodit for possessing tho good 
qualities they ought to posBoaa rathor than 
those which they did poBBoea. This indis- 
criminate and unqualified eulogy of the dead 
is apt to bo considered inainoero and 
thus to deprlvo deserved and heartfelt 
praiso of the influence it ought to havo. For 
instance, some enthusiastic pauegyriat has 
compared tholato Mr. Morcier, onco premier 
of Quebec, to Washington. Now, evoryone 
who thinks in prose and wants to toll the 
truth knows that there ia a very long dis- 
tance indeed betweon Washington and 
Mercier. Washington has been considered 
from tho day of his death until now, in his 
own oountry and in many other countrioa, 
the model of patriots. Mr. Mercior had 
good qualities, no doubt, and we have no 
desire to detraot from them in the least ; 
but ib may be because he lived in the 
wrong timo, or that his environment was 
not favorable to the development of 
patriotism, his public !ife was Buch that we 
do nob think there aro many, either in this 
country or in any other, who will hold up 
the late Premier of Quebeo to the preaent 
generation or to future generations aa a 
pattern patriot or even politician. On the 
contrary, those who have a knowledge ot 
the public affairs of Quebec will havo to ad- 
mit that Mr. Morcier'a administration was 
not distinguished for either its purity or ita 
success in promoting the welfare of tho 
Province. 

It aeemato ua that the duty of the honeit 
hiatorian of Quebeo will be to show whero 
and how Mr. Mercier failed during his 
premiership to manage the affairs of bis 
Province successfully. Thia ho could do with- 
out any uncharitableneus or without incurring 
the reproaoh of Bpoaking ill of the dead. 
But, if all Mr. Meroier's contemporaries con- 
sidered it their duty to say nothing but 
good of him, tho hiatorian, who saw in him 
indications of failings and weaknessea, 
would heBltate to tell what he believed to 
bo the truth because of the masa of con- 
temporary evidence that could bo oited to 
prove that ho waa the very reverse of what 
in tho intorcBts of truth he considered it his 
duty to repreaont him to have been. How- 
ever, in Mr. Morcier's case, there is no fear 
of tho conscientious historian being doterred 
from giving expreaaion to the ooncluaions 
ho arrived ab by any suoh con- 
sideration, His great difhoulty will 
be from the contradictory descriptions 
givon of him and the various eati- 
mates mado of hia charaoter and abilities, 
while ho waa properouB and in powor, to find 
out what manner of man he really waa. 

What the author of tho injunction ovl 
dently meant was that the failings and fol- 
lies of the dead Bhould, as a rule, be buriod 
with them, and that their wisdom, their virtues 
and their good docda only should bo romem 
bared and spoken of. It was Burely novor 
intondod that tho living ahould attribute to 
the dond virtues and talenta that they did 
not poaaeaB, and good deeds that they never 
performed. 



A MAGNIFICENT PROJECT. 

Mr. William Littlo, of Montreal, hus 
written an opon letter to Hon. Maokenz'e 
Bowoll on " Trana-Allantic Rapid Transit." 
Mr. Littlo soos hut littlo diflioulty in mak- 
ing the journey botweon, oay Montreal and 
Liverpool, very abort and vory ploaaunt. 
He would take tho North Shore road to 
Quoboo and then would enter one of thooarB 
of a now Uno, which would in a run of aamo 
uino hundrod miloa or ao tako him to a port 
of Labrador. Arrived there ho would tako 
passage on board a last ocean steamahip, 
whioh would make tho ahort ocean voyago in 
throe days. On hia return ho would atart 
from Liverpool on, say Monday morning, 
and after an agreeable ocean voyage and a 
comfortable land journey tako his dinnor at 
homo in Montroal on Friday evening. 

This ia rapid transit certainly — on paper— 
but Mr. Little soos little difficulty of its ba- 
coming an accomplished fact. All that Is 
required ia the railroad along tho north 
shoro ol tho Sb. Liwronao and tho line of 
fast atoamorB from Labrador to some port 
in Great Britain. It would take 
monoy to do thia certainly, but, if 
tho business mon of Groat Britain 
onoe becomo convinced of tho advantages of 
this Northern route, the requisite capital 
would aoon bo forthcoming, and lb ia to fa- 
mlliarizo thorn with tho idea of Buoh a route 
and to convlnoo thotn that it would bo ad- 
vantageous to tho publio and profitable to 
theso who might invoBt their money in ib 
that ho has written tho lottor to the Minis- 
ter of CuBtoma. 

Tho lottor, aa may bo auppoBod, ia a long 



one. Mr. Little has many objections to 
meet, muoh ignorance to diapel and a great 
deal of scepticism to overcome. He addreseea 
himself to the difficult task courageously, 
and with no little ability. It Ib moro than 
likoly that bis lottor Will produco a favorable 
imprcasion upon persona open to conviction ; 
but as there are not Vury many peraona in 
any community who are disposed to givo a 
neiv, and to them a strange, projeot, their 
favorable consideration when it is firBt seri- 
ously preeontod to them, Mr. Littlo has a 
great deal of hard a»d apparently hopeless 
work before him. But to make a good be- 
ginning ia a great thing, and ho haa mado a 
good beginning. 

TffH OPIUM DUTY. 

Tho queBtion raiacd relativo to charging 
duty on the loaves and rubbish in whioh 
crude opium ia paoked ia evidently one of 
mere buBin«aa. Tho point to be considered ie, 
ia thifl rubbish to be regarded aB aparb of tho 
" outward ball or covering that ia in the 
tariff" fipoolully.exomptcri from duty. How 
should tho tariff bo interpreted? Thoroiareally 
no queBtion of sentiment involved V Would 
it be fair if a British Columbia merchant 
imported an article, say whieky or cham- 
pagne, the covering of which waa by statuto 
exempt from duty, to charge tho aamo duty 
on rubbish uocesaary for packing tho gooda 
aa upon tho commodity on which tho 
high duty Waa imposed? It is a 
prinoiplo of British rnlo overywhero that all 
men ore equal before the law, and it would 
bo un-Britiah and unjuat to troat Chinese 
\importors in this matter difforontly from 
tho importers of a n y other nation. If Par- 
liament did not consider opium a legitimate 
article of eoiiimorco it had the power to ex 
oludo it altogether. It could ho placed in 
tho samo category as immoral hooka or ob- 
scene pictures. But, having placed it on the 
tariff and imposed a high duty upon it, it ia 
clearly tho duty f the servants of the Gov- 
ernment to deal with it as they would doal 
with uny other commodity whioh it is 
lawful to import. For our part 
we cannot see how sensible and 
fair-minded men can look upon tho 
matter In s» n y other light. The opium 
trado waa " endorsed " when the Legislature 
of the Dominion Parliament recognized it as 
a proper article of commerce and when they 
imposed a heavy duty upon it, and the 
Council of tbo Board of Trade did nothing 
" extraordinary " when they asked the 
Government to conBider favorably the peti- 
tion of the opium importers to diacontinue 
charging a dollar a pound on tho rubbieb in 
which the opium w»a paokod when the Leg- 
islature speoially ex«rnpted tho "outward 
ball or covering" from duty. 

THE INCORRECT RETURNS. 

Tho Vancouver World, for what reason it 
is difficult to say, keeps harping on what 
any person possessed of common aonse muBt 
see ia an unpardonable piece of negligence 
on tho part of the compiiors of last yoar'a 
Trado and Navigation Katurna. In those 
returns the imports, exports and rovenue of 
Victoria aro credited to Vancouver, and 
thoao of Vancouver are set down aa those of 
Victoria. The oause of tho blunder is very 
easily seen by those Who wish to see it. 
Tho order of tho Britiah Columbia porta 
ia tho table has been invariably : Na- 
naimo, New Westminster, Vancouver, 
Victoria. In last year's returns it is Na- 
naimo, New Westminster, Victoria, Van- 
couver. Although tho names of tho two 
towns have been transposed tho linos of 
figures are in their proper places according 
to the old style. This ia what causes the 
confusion. Tho blundering arrangement 
doea Victoria serious injustice, but It 
ia neither wibo nor honest to take advantage 
of ib to attempt to magnify Vanoouver at 
the expense of Victoriu. In tho Trade and 
Navigation Rotur*B of 1S91-92 the names 
and figures aro in their proper order, ao that 
anyono wanting to find out the truth oould 
see from tho book that the figures for '91 
and '<J2, sb they appear | n this year's tables 
and in the World of Wednesday, are 
wrong. In that volume, pago 528, wo find:

MINING CAMP BURNED UP- 

The Colorado Town or GoldUill Completely 
Destroyed by ForeBt Fires. 

Boulder, Col., Nov. 15 — A forest fire, 
which originated from a camp firo laat even- 
ing, has been raging all night and to day 
north of tho mining oamp of Goldhill, a 
town of 500 inhabitants, fifteen miles from 
here. The timber is dry and a fierce wind 
carried it over five milts of denoo timber in 
a short tltno. Fifty people came here in 
wugons, mostly women and ohildren. 
They report that business men and 
miners were carrying what goods and pro- 
perty they could into the mining tunnels and 
had abandoned their dwelling*. A courier 
arrived at 1:30 p.m., reporting all the build- 
ing at Camp Talcotfc burned except the 
stamp mill, und that the fire had reached 
tho western portion of Goldhill. Great ex- 
citement prevails, as it is belioved that 
many small oampB will be burnt. The resi- 
dents of Goldbill aro watching tho flimos as 
thoy oonsumo their homes. The wind is 
blowing furiously and drives the" firo boforo 
it in largo shoots of flrmn. Tho property 
loss will amount to over §1,500,000. There 
will be great destitution. 

Denver, Nov. 15. — At 3 o'clock a wind 
and dust storm struck the city from tho 
north, filling tho air bo that it was impossi- 
ble to see across tho streot for along timo. 
Many plate glass windows were destroyed. 
Tho temperature fell 20 degrees in 80 min- 
utcB. Before the storm broke denso clouds 
of smoke could bo 6een rolling up tho moun- 
tains around Goldhill, 40 miles away. At G 
p.m. a wet enow began falling, but is is 
probably too late too aava Goldhill from dis- 
truction.

SECOND DAY. 
THURSDAY, Novombor 15, 1S94. 
Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

ADDRESS IN RXrtX, 
Mr. Ritiikt rone, amidst applause, to 
move that an humb'e nddrcas bo presented 
in reply to tho speech of His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor. He waa glad, ho 
8aid, to bo able to congratulate tho govern- 
ment upon the oonfidenoe which hue been 
shown in them by the electors of tho coun- 
try in again returning them to power with 
Buoh a large following ; and he congratu- 
lated aho tho couutry on the fact that tho 
government are to bo aided, as they no 
doubt will be, by the able, experienced und 
patriotio gentlemen on the oppoaito aido of 
the house. Most of theao honorable gontle 
men have boon known to him for a number 
of years, but ho had not boforo had tho 
pleasure of meeting them as their oolleogue 
in this Legislative Assembly. While- ho had 
to regret that they are on the opposite 
sido of politics (laughter), he held them in 
tho highest esteem, both personally und 
politically. (Applause) When tho interests 
of the oountry aro before the houso, he was 
convinced that not only thoao on tho gov- 
ernment sido but those on tho opposition 
side as well will sink all p*rty feeling, and 
strive which o*n do moBt to further those 
interests. Thus direoted, under just and 
liberal laws, he had confidence that tho pro 
vlnce will continue to advance The do 
pression roterrod to in His Honor's address 
no doubt increases considerably tho care and 
responsibilities of both the government and 
tho legislature, atd until the conditions 
outside tho province are improved we 
can hardly look for any rapid improvement 
in many of our most important local indub- 
tries. Nevertheless, every oncouragomenc 
should be and no doubt will be given to tho 
investment of cipital, which is tho first and 
great easential in this connection. The 
large losses by floods in the early part of the 
present year oaused muoh distress to many 
worthy settlerB, and tho action of the gov- 
ernment in rendering Buch prompt and 
needed help will, he felt sure, meet with tho 
hearty approval of every member of the 
house, as will alBo any steps which may bo 
proposed with tho view of guarding agilnst 
a recurrence of auoh a calamity, oven if it 
should bo necessary to ask substantial finan- 
cial assistance. But in the opinion of many 
this responsibility falls more properly upon 
tho Dominion government, and he had no 
doubt that this view will be urged with all 
force possible by this government and legis- 
lature upon that government; The aotion 
taken by Hia Honor and tho government to 
correct the wrong reports which wore circu- 
lated as to tho loss of life, he thought all 
would agree was highly commendable, He 
considered it moat httiug that the lose to 
the province of tho late Chief Justice, Sir 
Matthew Baillie Begbie, should havo boen 
mentioned in the speech of Hia Honor. Ho 
was sure that there can bo bnt one opinion as 
to the services rendered to this province by 
that most worthy otucial. Perhaps to him 
more than to any other man in bhia province 
it is indebted for its reputation tho world 
over as a law-fearing and law-abiding 
oonntry, because of hia fearless but juBt 
administration of the lows in tho earlier 
daya of its settlement. He felt sure_ all 
would be pleased to learn that there ia a 
healthy reaction setting in in nearly all our 
principal productive industries, which for 
aime years have Buffered so much from tho 
depression which has provailed in tho 
markets of the world. To this country tho 
gold, coal, lumber, salmon, quariz and seal- 
ing industries have been all important, and 
any improvement, either in the demand or 
prices, cannot fail in being beneficial to tho 
oitizona generally. Tho deep Bea fishing 
will, he hoped, be addod to tho liat of sure- 
easeful industries before the next meeting of 
the legislature. The encouragoment given 
to tho development of quarlz mining in tho 
Kootenay country by the building of tho 
Nakuap & Slooan railway, he hoped, would 
satisfy the house of the prudence of their 
action in giving the guarantoo which 
aecured the construction of thut line, and 
would induco further Btepa in the same 
direotion, when and where required. It 
will take another year to givo the houso re- 
turns showing tho likely results of 
operating this railway, but it seema 
more than probable that tho hope- 
ful anticipations will bo realized, and 
that the charge, if aoy, ia not likely to bo a 
large ono upon the reaourcea of our country. 
(Applause. ) Tho maintenance of friendly 
relationship with tho Dominion government 
upon all matters of common iutcreot being 
moat desirable, ho thought personal inter- 
views by tho miniatora the most ttfjctivo 
way to a harmouioua and satinfactory settle 
ment, and was confident that tho mattora 
named as having been dealt with by tho 
Attorney General on his lata visit, would be 
n i'ed with satisfaction when they are placed 
b. loro the houso so as to enable them to form 
a ready and intelligent conclusion. One of 
the great questions which ho thought must 
occupy attention at tho present session, and 
which must commend itself to every mem- 
ber of tho house, is that of tho settlement of 
this province by indu.'itrlous and desirable 
Bottlers, accustomed to agriculture, experi- 
enced in and not bfraid of the hardships at- 
tendant upon an early settler's life, (tloar, 
hear.) Such ho took tho colony of Norwe- 
gians to bo which tho government have been 
instrumental in placing on tho Northorn 
(/oast, All will watch with more than usual 
interest tho progress of this pioneor 
colony, and accord hearty support to any 
assistance required to make it a bucccbs, 
Tho recent visit of Hii Excidlonoy tho 
Govornor-General and the Countosa of 
Aberdeen has, ho folt euro all would agree 
with him in saying it, been » pUmnro 
to everyone in British Culumbia, for the 
hearty enthusiasm which greeted their wel- 
come throughout tno province affords utnplo 
proof of this. It is particularly grutifying, 
ho folt sure, to every mombor ol the Legis- 
lature to see that tho subject of further rail- 
way extension, for tho development of tho 
provinco and ita resources, is ono to which 
attention haB boen called, (Hoar, hear.) So 
groat in extont and varied in ita rosrmrceB 
as it is, the province can only bo opoucd up 
by largo expenditure. To bo satisfied we 
aro warranted in making it ia a pro-requi- 
eito of this, Aa a firm boliovor in our ooun- 
try, und from an intimate knowledge of its 
varied reaourcea, ho did not heBltato to say 
that it ia well worthy tho investment of tho 
capital necessary for its development, and 
can well afford to boar tho outlay required 
without unneceiB&rily burdening tho pooplo. 
In proof of this it is only necessary to point 
to tho fact that in whatever direction our 

Erovinoo has boon mado acoeeBiblo, vvliothor 
y rail, water, or wagon road, dovolopmont 
has followed, and as those taoilitioB aro in- 
creased und improved, so will development 
and prosperity follow in an inoroaBod 
ratio year by yoar. All know that 
tho greater portion of the pro- 
vinco, although known to be rich in natural 
resources, romains for want of propor facili- 
ties praotioally undovelopod. Holding as 
thoy do at tho preBont time tho destinies of 
tho provinoo in thoir hands, to a largo ex- 
tent, it scoma tho dnty of tho legislature to 



wo muat not remain stationary or retrogroB' 
eion will follow. When therefore any pro- 
position for tho further development of tho 
nrnviuoo, within tho lines outlinod, comes 
before tho houso ho folt more than confident 
that it will rooeivo duo and careful oonBid 
eration, not only from tho government Bide 
of tho house but from the opposition as well. 
(Applauae. ) He was glau iu cbaorvo that 
the estimates wore to bo prepired with 
ocuromy. With governments aa with indi- 
viduals, economy must bo practised iu time 
of dullncBB and dopreBsion. Efficiency, 
however, must uhvayB bo kept in view, and 
properties which have baon acquired for tho 
jjuiilia convenience, at public exponao, mua', 
not be negli clod. He had no doubt that 
although tho showli g for the p»st year may 
not be what all might wish it to bo, yet it 
will prove to bo such as to ahow tho oarnost- 
dbbb and caro of the government over tho 
welfare of the provinco in gonoral. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr Smith, on rising to second tho mo- 
tion, complimented tho mover upon tho ablo 
manner iu which ho had addressed the house. 
(Hear, hoar.) Taking up the subject of the 
financial depreseion he said ho consiaorod 
that tho people of British Columbia should 
be thankful that thoy aro In so good a posi- 
tion as thoy are, when thoy 6eo tho condi- 
tion of other countries. Though tho floods 
had destroyed a good doalof property in tho 
uppor country as well as along tho lower 
Fraaer, in the former districts it was mainly 
government property, and thoreforo thia did 
not oall for the asBiBtanco to private indivi- 
duals whioh ho was glad to see had been ren- 
dered by tha government in tho Fraaer val- 
ley. He re-echoed the sentimentB of tho 
movor that the peoplo of British Columbia 
aa a whole, and especially those who wore 
here in sho early daya, regret the Iosb of tho 
late Chief JuBtice Begbie, who had to bo 
great nn extont laid the foundation for tho 
future peace and prosperity of the country. 
All would agree that the mining develop- 
ment noted by Hia Honor ia a subject for 
general congratulation, Ho rejoiced to hoar 
that already a largo traffic iB awaiting tho 
Nakutp & Slocan railway, and if now it thuB 
is In a fair way to ho a paying institution 
ib would no doubt in time be highly profit- 
able. (Hear, hoar.) He referred to the 
brightening prospeota of old C»riboo, in tho 
way of mining, which ho considered a most 
gratifying fact. Aa for hia own diatrict the 
returns showed that in tho yoir juat oloaod 
nearly every singlo head of revenue showed 
an Increase ovor former years. The farmers 
had had good oropa and the minors had boen 
woll rewarded for their labors, (Applause.) 
In the matter of railway development be 
considered it tho duty of the government to 
do all that iB poBsibto in thia direction, ua tho 
ri oh lands available for settlement cannot 
bo utilized without roj,ds, to afford the aot- 
tlera maanB of communication which make 
it possible for them to profitably cultivato 
the land. He thought it would be woll for 
the government to take into consideration 
the advisability not only of building rail 
ways whore needed, but also of building 
connecting wagon roads, especially and firat 
of all to tho settlements already in exist 
enca. Ho would call particular attention to 
tho necessity for a rond from Lytton along 
the Fraaer to Lillooot, which ho was glad to 
Bay has been partially promised. Ho an- 
ticipated the day when the increased settle- 
ment will givo tho government eufliciont 
revenue to enablo them to get along without 
borrowing, but in no other way than by in 
oroaeing settlement could thia be brought 
about). (Applauae.) He thought the un- 
doubted richness of the country sufficient 
warrant for all to work together to aeoure 
its speedy development, 

Mr Ss.jii.in, before entering upon the 
duty of criticism devolving upon him as 
loader of the opposition, wiahed to offer 
hearty congratulations to the hon. member 
who had moved the motion now before the 
bouse. Mr. Kithct has In the paat boen 
eminently successful in all his undertakings, 
and the assembly was to bo congratulated on 
tho acccsBion of ono who has proved himself 
to be so thoroughly a busineBB man, for the 
benefit of tho admission of tueh inon to tho 
councils of tho country ia a matter as to 
which thero can bo no two opiniona. 
(Hear, hear.) Ho hoped Mr. Kithet would 
be juat a» cautious and prudent in dealing 
witb tho businoaaof the province, and would 
approach it in tho same spirit, as in the case 
of hia own private business, for then the 
country would have overy reason to bo con- 
gratulated. In anticipation ho would now 
offer congratulation to that gentleman on his 
olection, and would oxpreBB the hope that 
time would show him warranted in thia 
anticipation. It was, as ho felt euro ovory 
member of the bouse would say, a pleasure 
to hear tho address so ably moved by so new 
man. (Applauae.) It was pleas- 
ant, ulao, to boar the seconder of 
the address advocate a policy which would 
so noarly meot the wants of tho peoplo of 
the interior. (Hear, hoar. ) Ab to the 
financial position, tho further loan foro- 
shadowed in the Lieutenant-Governor's 
peech waa ha conoiileied a matter for gen- 
eral regret, an ho thought tho provinco 
should cobbo theao annual borrowings and 
endeavor to live within tho revenue. Ho 
waa not impressed with the predictions with 
reapeot to tho Nakuap & Slocan railway und 
the probability of its being a paying or 
profitable concorn, for ho had in mind tho 
precisely similar predictions mudo and not 
fulfilled in tho ciao of tho Shuswap & 
Okanagan railway. Ho would not take up 
just now tho aubjoct of tho guarantoo of tho 
principal and iutorest of tho coat of that 

road 

Hoy. Mr Davie — Hear, hoar ! 
Mtt SKMI.Itl hoped tho house would in- 
deod " hoar hoar " from the hou, guutlomau 
on that subject heforo long, 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Hoar, ho.ir I (Laugh- 
tor.) 

Mb Ssmi.in continuing contrasted the 
govornmnnt's policy in the matter of tho 
Nakuap & Slocan roud with their treatment 
of tho Nicola vall«y railway eohemo, only 
half tho coat of which bad b on propoaod to 
ba guaranteed, with tho result that while 
farmora had ritked all thoy poaseased upon 
tho expectation of its oarly construction tho 
road has not yet been commoncod except for 
tho turning of the firat aod. If tho proviucj 
could guarantoo tho interest and principal 
of tho oost of tho ono road, he would like to 
know why it could not do ao for tho other. 
Ho ugreed with what was said in Hia 
Honor's speech about tho Into Chief Justice 
Sir Mitthow Begbie, who was u ooutral 
figure whom thoao ho loft behind might woll 
admire und emulate. He loft full of age 
and honor, and hia moral footstops might 
with udvantago bo followed. Respecting 
tho olections ho could not ba expected to 
agree with the statement of tho movor of 
tho add roas that tho country ia to bo con- 
gratulated on tho roturn of the present gov- 
ernment, eapeoially when that roturn had 
boon brought about by the cry of a solid 
ieland against a solid, mainland. Ho hold 
that tha aootional orios had omanatod from 
tho government sido, If tho country in to 
be congratulated on intensified sectional 
fooling, upon a financial deficit, upon in- 
creased borrowing, then it is to bo con- 
gratulated on tho rotnrn of bho proaonb gov- 
ornmonb, bub not otherwioo. 

HON, Ms Davik said it waa a ecurco of 
vory groat pleasure for him to bo ablo to ro- 



mark that a session of the legislature had 
never opened under more auspicious oiroum- 

atances, for there wao evidently a desire on 
the part of moinhors on both aides of tho 
houao to carry nu the business iu tho best in 
teroat of tho country, without tho personal 
bickering and wrangling which in tho paat 
had interfered with the course of legislation. 
(Hear, hoar ) Ho congratulated the mover 
and aecorder upon their addresses, and it 
would bo tho endeavor of tho government 
to show that tho confidence expressed by 
those hon. gontlemen hasnohbeon misplaoed. 
It would bo thoir endeavor not morely that 
tho government should retain office, but 
that they should rotuin tho confidence of 
tho houao by ao cirrying on the buBinoes 
of the province that tho interests of tho 
whole community may be beat aerved. Tho 
government he fold would deaorvo to hold 
the reins of power only so long as it can 
niorit tho confidence of the peoplo by oarry- 
ing out good measures, and diroctly it can 
not do so, for itsown peace of mind, ib would 
bo only too glad to surrender its trust. He 
congratulated tho loador of tho opposition 
upon his very moderate addresa, and ho oon 
gratulatod tho opposition on their ohoico of 
a loador. Ho had watched closely thoir 
proceedings on thia point, and ho had folt 
gratified when thoy soleoted a gentleman for 
whom, though they differed in politics, he 
had a warm personal regard. Ho had known 
Mr. Somlin for more than twenty yoarB, and 
had always found him a gentleman above 
and beyond anything of a questionable 
character, (Hour, hoar. ) He had no doubt 
that with his new responsibility ho would 
continue to exhibit tho noble qualities which 
have cuueed him to be rospected heretofore. 
Ab tho sumo time thore wero somo 
statements to which that gentleman 
bad given expression that he must dissent 
from. Ib must bo coiifosBod that at times 
ho appears to tuko a mistaken viow of affairs, 
at all ovonts t ho couutry seema to havo come 
to tho conclusion by a largo majority that 
hia aido does so. (Laughtor.) ttospoatlng 
the cry of "a (olid island against a solid 
mainland," ho could toll tho houeo that such 
an expression was never made use of until 
after tho ballots were caat on tho 7th of 
July, and never by candidates in tho gov- 
ernment interest at all. Becauao tf the 
floods, it happened that tho eleotiona could 
not all bo held on the same day, aa intendod 
when the writa woro iaaued, and tho return- 
ing officers had to postpone several until a 
good while later. It bo happened that tho 
whole representation of Vancouver island 
weie found to bo BupporterB of tho govern- 
ment, and for the purpose of creating a feel- 
ing ogainBb the government some unscrupu- 
lous politicians asserted that tho watohword 
which had led the government to success on 
Vancouver ieland was " a soli<i island 
against a aolid mainland." (Hear, hear.) 
That was a libel upon this side, upon 
tha government and thoir supporters, 
because never had any auoh exprosBion boon 
mado use of by them. When, therefore, 
tho opposition called upon tho pooplo of the 
mainland, with tnoro or less Buccesa, to come 
to the aid of tho weaker party, tho appeal 
had aome effect. That no doubt waa the 
cauao of tho defeat of the late Chief Com- 
missioner of Linda und worka by a very 
narrow majority, for ho (Mr. Davie) had no 
doubt that if tho eleatiou in that hon. gen- 
tleman's constituency had taken place on the 
7th of J uly the government would have been 
as successful in that constituency as in tho 
majority of others. As it waa, however, 
some of the peoplo seemed to believe that 
thero wan something like u conspiracy on tho 
part of the island against tho mainland, and 
that thoy had hotter ba on their guird. 
Thore never wae, however, anything to jus- 
tify suoh a belief for one moment. The gov- 
ernment had not in contemplation anything 
but equal justice to all portions alike, 
and to govern tho country for 
tho general bonefit of tho peoplo. 
He was glad to hear Mr. Somlin introduce 
Borne now matters into hia addrosa, though 
sorry that he had harked back to some that 
had long ago been disposed nr — that were bb 
thoy would say in law res judicata, and not 
permitted to bo argued over again. Starting 
aB they wero with a clean aheet now he 
hoped that on neither Bide would they rake 
up old exploded Issues, whioh the peoplo 
had given their quietus at tho polls. He 
asked that ihey should consider tho business 
which came heforo them in tho light of the 
present end future. The matters of the past 
wero beyond praying for. Though last yoar 
and the year before tho statement was con- 
stantly mado that the government, although 
in a majority in the house, repreaented only 
a minority of tho votea, tho people them- 
solves huve taken that matter in hand, and 
by a count of individual votea throughout 
tho country tho government is largely in 
the majority, Ho oonaiderod it a more 
waste to go again into matters 
already Bottled. Tho loader of 
tho opposition had taken issue with tho 
mover cf tho addrosa reapocting tho Nakuap 
& Slocan railway, in Mr. Rithot'e hopeful 
prediction that the road will prove a auccoaa 
and not a coHtly matter for the provinco, 
and he told the houso that wo hoard tho 
Bame about the Shuswap ifc Okanagan, which 
ia now costing u largo eum to tho country. 
In other words, the leader of tho opposition's 
effort is to ahow that tho aid given to both 
of thoao roads will prove a burthon to the 
provinco. Yet ho takes tbo government to 
task in almoat tho samo breath, bocauso it 
hue not extended tho very aamo aid to thi 
Nicola Valley railway, tho Buooess of whioh, 
aa an enterprise, is not yet beyond perad- 
vonture, although wo all confidently hope 
that it will bo proved to bo so. Suroly ho 
could not blamo tho govornmont for declin- 
ing to tako a leap in tho dark. In tho mat- 
tor of this Nicola & Spenco's Bridgo railway 
tho government had not seen ita way clear 
to givo a grant of $7,000 a mile bb author- 
ized, for tho vory good reason that 
tho Canadian I'ucilio Railway company 
havo not hoch fit to take tho loaao which 
waa to have been u condition of tho govern 
mont'B nesistanco, ao aB to securo ita opora 
tion when built. Tho CP. R. consider its 
auccesa a matter of doubt. Tho loador of 
tho oppoBition is in error if ho euppoaea that 
tho government haa not kept tho subject of 
this railwuy In view. In August last, soon 
after tho elections, ho had written to Sir 
William Van Home, and ib would bo no 
breach of confidenco for him now to road 
from tho answering lottor ho had received, 
as followa : — 



" I havo your lottor of tho 25th. We 
havo boen trying to find eomobody to in- 
stigate tho Nicola coal in place of Mr. 
McNeill, but so fur without aucceas. Thoao 
whoso opiniona would weigh with ua seem 
to bo all engaged in their own work and 
unable to got away for bo long a time, and 1 
am quite unablo to say how soon wo aro 
likoly tn got hold rf the right kind of a 
man. You can readily underotand tho im- 
portance) wo attach to thia matter. Tho 
Nicola Valley road without coal would bo 
unloxpenaivo burden to ua, and ib would bo 
also a very bad investment for 'tho provinoo, 
Our directors will certainly not commit 
thomsolvoB in tho matter in tho abaenoo of 
vory poaitivo knowledgo about tho coal, und 
those interested in tho entorprlao cannot 
reasonably oxpoat ua to tnko any ohancos in 
tho mattor. My own opinion is that thoy 
should, under tho supervision of a com- 
petent coal mining export, nob alone drill 
tost holes ovor largo ouough an area to prove 
tho continuity and tho reasonable uniformity 
of tho coal beds, but thoy should also sink a 



shaft to tho coal, bo that its value may ba 
definitely known. 

" (3d.) W. C. Van Hoioris." 
It muat bo admitted, Mr. Davio continu- 
ed, that the C. P. R. pooplo know their own 
buaineaa; and thoy Bay it would bo a bad 
thing to go ahead without propor investlga 
tion. How in tho world, in tho faco of this, 
could the government rush ahead and give 
tho aid whioh Mr. Semlin suggests? It ho 
blamed tho government in the Nakuap & 
Slocan matter ho would blame it in this 
with ten timoa greator forco. (Hear, hear.) 
Dealing with tho financial oondition of the 
province, Mr. Somlin had said that during 
tho past aix ycara the government baa beon 
borrowing to osrry on the ordinary affairs 
of the country, but ho should bo more caro- 
ful in his language. Ordinary affaira means 
tho payment of salaries and tho general dubI- 
neaa of tho government. Does tho hon. 
gentloman think that tho loans havo been 
spout for thoao purposoa ? Dooa he not 
know that on tho contrary the government 
havo apont on roude, atreeta, bridgeB and 
wharves, and other workB of public utility, 
ovor two million and a quarlor dollars' in 
the six years ending Juno 30, 189."1. This 
waa plainly sot out in the speech of tho 
Minister of Finunco last Bosaion — a 
apeoch which haa never been challenged 
in any respect. Mr. Davie hero read from 
the speech to show the nature and amounb 
of theea capital expenditures. Yet in tho 
faco of thia, he oontinuod, Mr. Semlin aay b 
that tho monny borrowed — loaa than tho 
sum mentioned — waa uoed for " ordinary 
expenaos " ! Ho ought to weigh moro care- 
fully tho effect of hia words, for, without 
Mb intending it, they aro calculated to de- 
ceive Suoh extravagant abatements helped 
not a little to cause the bad luck of tho op 
position in tho late oonteat, for tho govern- 
ment apoakera who followed on their trail 
had no difficulty in exposing them. In tho 
matter of tho attempt at retrenchment, and 
the critioiBm of the faot that while tho gov- 
ernment had knockod off §12,000 in aalurioa 
of olerka, thoy had employod thoBe clerks 
again as temporary assistants under special 
warrants, that waa a trilling mattor. It was 
truo that in a few oases Borne of tha dis- 
charged clerks had been kepbon bemporarily 
ab other work. For instance, it became noo- 
eaBary to havo all tho willa copied— a very 
dosirablo precaution in caso any of tho ori- 
ginals should be doatroyod by fire, and tha 
young fellows who had boen in the govern 
ment aervice not being able readily to find 
other employ monb wero given a few months' 
work in copying. He noticed a complaint 
by tho loador of tho opposition that members 
of the government had gone round before 
the elections but not ab othor times, but did 
not tho opposition do the samo '.' (hear, hear) 
— Mr. Sword and Mr. Kitchen forinBtance, 
v> ho had never beon beard from outside thoir 
own oonatituencies until election times. Tho 
leader of tha opposition says the house 
meets with a deficit of half a million dollars, 
but thia ia not ao. There haa indeed been a 
falling off in tho revenue, although even 
that is not so with respect to the aotnal 
taxes payable, for there has boon rather an 
increase. But tho real estate tax haB gono 
to a greater extent to tho municipalities. 
Then there hue been a diminution in Chinese 
revenue. We havo not sold landa to bo 
largo an extont, and thus havo not received 
the aamo returna from land Bales. There 
has been a dooreaae under certain heads of 
the receipts, as shown, but not any falling 
off in the revenue such aa has been 
alleged. But for tho general business 
depression, no doubt, thero would 
have been a large increase in the 
taxoa received. It haa been tho samo with 
the govornmont aa with private individuals. 
There was ono practlcu whioh he hoped 
wouid not provail in thi8 houae, and ha men- 
tioned it now bocauao perhaps although the 
leader of the oppoBition had been mild in his 
attack no doubt tho government would hear 
more from othera. In previous yoarB it had 
unfortunately boon the habit to wait until 
somo particular minister had spoken, and 
was thus by the rules of the house prevent- 
ed from being hoard from again in that 
debate, and then for tho big guna of tho 
opposition to sail after him when he had no 
opportunity of reply. Respecting tho road 
to Lillooot ho rather thought tho present 
government had been the tirBt to put any- 
thing in the estimates for that purpose. 
There wore, however, not very many Bettlera 
along tho way — how many 'I ho asked, 

Mb. Semlin— It will connect two towns 
of tho province. 

Hon. Mr. Davie oontinuod that thoso 
towns, it muat bo remembered, already 
havo facilitiea for communication, and 
if tho propoaod new connection does not 
pass through uny settlement it ia not so 
noooBsary or immediately desirable as would 
otherwiBo bo the caae, but it will bo con- 
structed far aooner under this administra- 
tion than it would be by tho opposition if in 
power, and tho governmont had takona vote 
last session towardi ita conatruction. Again 
congratulating thoae who had taken part in 
the debate for tho manner in which it hud 
been conducted, tho Promier took hia seat 
amidst applauso. 

Mb FOBSTXB prefaced what he had to 
say with tho remark that what ho haB seen 
ainco hia election haH been enough to make 
him ono of tho oppoaition if ho had not beon 
ono boforo. 

Capt. Ikvinc — What have you seen? 
(Hear, hear ) 

Mr. FOBSTEB Baid ho would tell tho houeo 
later but not now. (Laughter.) Ho com- 
plainod that two men in Westminster had 
been dlaoharged bocauao of thoir politics, 
and that no aupporter of tho oppoaition 
could get a governmont job there, Ho 
would be very careful how ho voted on a 
propoaition to borrow more money. The 
principal reason whioh had boon given for 
bringing tho houao together two months 
carlior than usual waa tho expenditure 
oauBed by tho iUoda in tho Fruaor river 
valley 

Hon. Mb Davik— No; tho floods through- 
out tho provluco. 

Mb Foustku continued that tho floods in 
tho FraBer valley coat moro than the damago 
olsowhoro, and thore tho total was only 
$30,000. 

Hon. Col. BAKES — For seod, 
Mil. FoiiSTMi held that tho apoooh did nob 
as it should havo dono state tho roal reason 
for calling tho houao togothor ; if it was tho 
deficit this should havo been Baid, Ho waa 
not diaposod to blame tho govornmont whore 
blame waa not called for, and with respeot 
to ono mombor at least, tho Miniatorof Edu- 
cation, ho would aay that that minister ap- 
peared to rule hia department very woll. 
Ho hoped that if any railway eahemo is to 
bo presented for consideration ib will bo ono 
for tho benefit of tho province generally, nnd 
that if thore ia any grant of public money to 
build any ro\d tho provinco will have some 
interest iu tho property. 

Mr. SEMLIN, aa a matter of privllego, 
and in reference to the remarkB of tho At- 
torney Gonoral as to attaokB on ministers 
after thoy had spoken, auggostod that it 
speeohea wore dulivored ultornatoly from 
either eido of tho house tho mattor complain- 
od of would not bo ao likely to ooour. 

Hon. Mil Davik— My hon. friend must 
romomber that tboro are moro members of 
bhe oppoaition than of tho administration, 

Mh. SEMLIN said his reforonco waa to 
mombora on the govornmont Bido outside of 
tho administration. 

Mil Kennedy dofonded liiB predooeasor, 
Mr. Brown, from tho stbacks made on him 



for the statemont made during the cam- 
paign, that tho revenue was steadily going 
down, down, down. Ho held that the fin 
ancial statement showed Mr. Brown to have 
boon justifiod, Ho notiood that tho mov_. 
of the addrosa said nothing about, tho timber 
reaation mentioned in tho speech, for thai 
gontloman probably knows that tho state 
ment is just a little doubtful. (Laughter. 
As a lumberman ho wiahed to aay that he 
had not felt it yot, and wua afraid he would 
not feel it thia year. 

Mil. Semlin— How about that alternat- 
ing ? 

Hon. Mb, Davie— Woll really I cannot 
interfere. The mombora must bo at liberty 
to spook when thoy choose. 

Dtt, WALKEM, criticising the spoeoh of 
the leader of the opposition, said ho consid- 
ered that gentloman hud himsolf acquitted 
the government from blamo for tho fulling 
off in tho receipts when he spoke of the de- 
pression whioh mado it difficult for tho time 
being to collecb thr-.Jtaxos. Ab to the charge 
of sectionalism, he oould say that he hnd 
not hoard it used anywhere on the island 
before tho election. H1b constituency of 
South Nanaimo, for Instance, was nob sbrong- 
ly bound toward the southern part of the 
island, though by trado and othor considera- 
tions it was in a measuro bound to bho rising 
city of Yancouvor.but theatringa had been ao 
Btrained that they wore in aerioua danger 
of being broken because of tho bad company 
kept by tho members elected by Vancouver. 
When ho went to Vernon after his own elec- 
tion ono of the first pereonB ho met was Mr. 
Semlin, whoao greeting was, "Here's ono of 
tho aolid iBlandera !" (Laughter,) Aa to the 
matter of tho Nicola Valloy railway ho 
wished to say that in Vancouver tho other 
day he was told that tho principal uso of tho 
roud would bo to enable coul to be brought 
down thero by rail to compote with the 
Nanaimo coal, and if thia were to do dono, 
and coal brought all tho way down thero by 
rail and sold cheaper than that from Nan- 
aimo, then all ho could say is that the man 
who digs it will Buffer in his wages. If, aB 
Mr. Forator Baya, men havo been discharged 
booauBB of their favoring tho oppoaition, it 
must bo beoauso thsy spend their timo talk- 
ing politics instoad of attending to thoir 
work. (Hoar, hear ) 

Mr Graham said he wished to refer par- 
ticularly to changes which ho deairod to 
havo mode in the mining law with roapiot 
to tho bi'zo of claims and otherwise. He alao 
advocated a reduction in tho government 
chargeB to miners for recording and improve- 
ment certificates. 

Mil Sword said ho observed with regret 
that the speech contained no promise that 
the defects in the redistribution act are to 
be romadlod. 

Hon. Mr, Davik — Wo don't know that 
thero aro any dofects. 

Mr. Sword reiterated hia regrot that tho 
apeech Bhould have boen ailont as to theae 
defects. 

Hon. Mr Davie — What aro the defects? 
(Hoar hoar, ) 

Mb, Sword aaid he would certainly have 
liked to aeo a promise that tho government 
would bring down a bill to deal with the 
repreeentation on some prinoiple applicable 
to ovory part of the provinco. Ho found 
that tho NakuBp railway bonds had been 
issued aa 4 por cents, whereas in Weatmin- 
stor the Promier aaid they had been issued 
ab 3{ per cent, interest. 

HOjN, Mb. Davie— Oh, no I What we 
said was that ib was intendod to issue ab 
thab rato. 

Mr. Sword confessed ho had nob looked 
tho matter up, but he held that the cost of 
tho loan exceeded that estlmatod to the 
legislature, and that tho coat of tho second 
achomo will bo moro than that of tho first 
would havo been. Ha thought it rather to 
be regretted that there waa uot more going 
through the country, as if tho people bettor 
understood tho iaenea the result might have 
been different. If thore had been an inquiry 
hero as in Newfoundland perhaps it would 
have resulted similarly. 

Hon, Mn. Davie— Why didn't you have 
one ? 

Mr, Sword — I am nob Bure that tho elec- 
tion act here would permit it. 

Hon. Mr Davie — You nover tried to 
find oubif it would. 

Mr Swonn said bhab though the opposi- 
tion got credit for being well organized un- 
fortunately thoir organization ia not suffi- 
cient to permit them to contest Bomo of thoso 
elections. He advocated that tho govern- 
ment should furnish seod bo thoae poor 
farmers who will need it nexb spring. 

Ma. urn Mutter said, wibhoub making a 
lengthy apeoch, ho wiahed to remark that it 
sounded strangely to him to hoar the leader 
of tha oppoaition advocating that public 
works should be carried out, whilo objeoting 
to borrowing tho necoaaary money. Did he 
wish it to bo providod by taxing thoae 
whom ho (Mr. Semlin) described as 
" already groaning under increased taxa- 
tion " — though such is hardly tho cane in at 
least somo parts of British Columbia. New- 
foundland having been mentioned, ho 
wished to point out that tho old government 
Beemed likoly to bo aoon in power again. 
He could not agree with tho idea conveyed 
by Mr, Sword's remarks that tha govern- 
ment should institute a kind of poor-law 
svatem in this country. 

Mil Hum e wished to call attention to tho 
fact that tho roads and trails in hia constitu- 
ency aro in a bad condition. Ho endorecd 
the recommendations of tho member for East 
Yalo with roepect to tho mineral act. Ho 
waa glad to aeo that tho government hai 
taken hold of the mattor of the recovery of 
stud.ll debts, something which would bo vory 
acceptable in hia part of tho country. Ho 
congratulated tho leader of tho opposition 
on tho tomporato manner In which ho re- 
plied to the movers of tho addreaa. (Ap- 
plauso.) 

Mr Klllie aaid he wishod to call tho 
attontion of tho houso and govornmont to 
the fact that tho Nelson und Fort Sheppard 
Railway Co, would not rooeive oro from the 
Trail creek minea at Wanota, in British 
Columbia, but compelled thostoamer to tako 
it to Northport, in United Statca territory. 
Ho hoped tho govornmonb would look into 
bhls matter and havo it rectified. Roforring 
to the NakuBp and Slooan railway ho eaid 
tho government deserved groat orodit for 
tho prompt and onergetio manner in whioh 
they hud pushed the construction of tliat 
railway, thuB opening up theSlocan minea, In 
behalf of his constituents ha wished to thank 
tho govornmont, for if bhov had not ocUil 
promptly in tho matter of 'giving this ruil- 
way, tho rapid stridos in mining develop- 
ment would not havo taken pluoo, and thoao 
interested in opening up tho mines would 
havo left tho couutry. (Hear, hear.) Ho 
folt convinced that in a very few yeara Wont 
Kootenay would produce from fiftoon to 
twenty-five million dollars annually. Tho 
district ia .nob only a great silvor 
distrlot, but ho folt satisfied it ia ecjually 
rich in gold. Tho diatriot of West Kootenay 
would bo tho salvation of British Columbia. 
Tho U.S. Indians from Colville reservation 
Bhould nob bo allowed to oome into tho dis- 
trict, whero Kb presonb thoy ill 
uso and intlmldnte sottlera. This govern- 
ment! haB no jurisdiction in Indian affairs, 
it la true, but ho hopod thoy would make 
strong representations to tho Dominion gov- 
ornmont. Our own Indiana (tho Kooteuaye) 
woro nob allowed by theBO Colvlllo Indisrs 
to go inbo certain sections of bho district and 
they had also been threatoning and ill-treat-

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ing aottlorB. In fact ono of the settlors, Sam 
uel Hill, had to kill an Indian in self-defonoe 
to aavo his own lifo. Referring to remarks 
made by repreaontatives of mining diatriots, 
suggesting that the legislature go back to 
the aot of 1891, ho said that the govern- 
ment had ab aomo expenao four years ago 
appointed a oommiBaion to rovi8e the mining 
laws, and he waa ono of the commissioners 
Who spent botweon two and three montha in 
tho work. Tho aot of 1891 had no aoonor 
oomo into force than an agitation was 
Btartcd to repeal the very Beotiona now 
again being advocated. He BtronRly oppoaed 
changing tho cot them, but now, aince 
. several yoara had elapsed and many looationa 
had been made on tho vortical side 
line principlo, ho was afraid a change back 
to tho act of 1891 would oreate oonfuaion. 
He hoped tho government would still puraue 
the aame progressive policy in opening up 
tho province In hie diatriot there are prob- 
ably joniu two or throe hundred thouaand 
acres of good land, principally in the Big 
Bond, FiBh Crock and Mosquito valloys. 
What is wanted is a vigorous immigration 
policy. (Hear, hear.) Tho government 
should aend out immigration agents to tho 
Eistern provinces and bring in peoplo uaod 
to handling the axe. He believed that 
in this reepect Canadians are a 
tetter claaa of aottlora than peoplo 
from the old country, and that one good 
Canadian is worth two or three old country 
settlors, not becauao thoy are better men, 
but simply booauso they aro uaed to handlo 
an axo and could clear land more readily 
than those who could not uso tho axe. Tho 
settlement of tho landa in Weat Kootenay 
would keep in tho diatrict hundreds cf 
thouBunda of dollars for agricultural pro- 
ducts that ia now being sont out of the dis- 
trict. (Applause.) 

Mji PbentiOK, proceeding to deal with 
tho subjoot of the tiuancos, took the Premior 
to task for having, as alleged, said that there 
was no deficit lust year. 

Ho.v. Mr. DAVIE — Excuse me ; I novor 
said tli a l. at all. 

Mr Prentice prooeeded to tiguro upon 
tho extent of tho doficit, and he called upon 
tho Minister of Finance to say whother his 
■accounts or the Premier's atatoment ia at 
fault. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— It Is yourself who la at 
fault. (Laughter.) You have not stated 
correctly what I said. (Applaueo.) 

Hon Mr TURNER said, having been re- 
quested to do so, ho would make an explan- 
ation, which is that tho hon. member for 
East Lillooet is altogether mistaken in 
what ho understood as the meaning of the 
Premier's remarks. Tho Premier had bhown 
that the revenuo from taxeshad cot materially 
fallen off, but that tho receipts from land 
salea hod decreased very largely. He wished 
to emphatically deny again the statement 
made by Mr. Brown during the campaign, 
that the revenue of tho province is Bteadily 
declining, the fact being that tho revenue 
from taxation has not only not declined but 
haastnadily and rspidly increased during 
the years to which Mr. Brown referred. 
That gentleman's euccoosor had just aaid 
that his words were proved true because the 
fevonuo had by tho aooounts of last year 
shown a decrease, but thoy proved nothing 
■of the kind. The expenditure of the money 
realized from tho loans had broughb about a 
large increase in tho revenue, having 
brought in settlers to develop tho country 
The government did not attempt to take all 
the credit for tho prosperity of the country, 
neither should they be aBkod to take the 
discredit when a comparative collapse came 
on the oountry as it did last year. Tho de- 
pression felt all over the world had not fully 
struck British Columbia until iaat year, and 
then it affected ovory departmentof taxation. 
He hoped, however, that the country had got 
to tho bottom of it and that a brighter 
period ia before it. In answer to Mr. For- 
ater's criticism ho showed that the govern- 
ment had in the period to which that gen- 
tleman had alluded " squeezed out of tho 
ordinary revenue " almost a million dollarB 
for publlo worka. Mr. ForBter was radically 
wrong when ho said that education alone is 
costing less than before, for he had not 
taken into consideration the amount re- 
ceived in the heavy yoar from the cities, 
which ia not refunded cow aa the plan is 
different. With reference to the Bale of 
tho Naknap bonda at 4 per cent, instead of 
at SI, as was the intention, a moment's ro- 
fleotion would show that though guaranteed 
by the government they are not government 
bonds and could not be expected to Bell 
quite bo high. They had sold at a premium 
of 6 or 7| instead of as would otherwise have 
boon the case at a discount which would 
h»vo had to be made up by the government 
from other Bourons. 

Mr. Prentice— Tell ub what the real de- 
ficit la. 

Hon. Mr TURNER said if tho hon. gentlo- 
man would look at tho balance sheet pre 
touted he would seo what he had cot told 
the house, viz , that on tho 30th of Juno there 
WB8 on f pecial deposit in tho Bank of British 
Columbia a sum of upwurda of $300,000 It 
waa true that the epecial depoait hod beon 
reduced in tho year, for a conaiderablo 
amount had been apent on tho now build- 
ings. Aa to tho ory of sectionalism — it had 
boon first raised in his hearing by Mr, 
Forster, who had made tho atatoment that 
but for a few diBtricta about Victoria tho 
roada in the Delta would have their fair 
share opont upon them, when tho fact was 
that though the roads ho referred to woro in 
municipalities they were roceiving largo ex- 
penditures from the government — a good 
deal more than their share. 

Mb. Kidd moved the adjournment of tho 
debate.

It 
ia not considered advisable that tho distriot 
should ho disfranchised in tho meantime, 
and the parties have thoreforo oomo to an 
agreement whereby the petition against tho 
return of Mr. Prentice has boon abated and 
the election will bo declared to bo void at 
the end of tho present sonaion. It seems 
thoro were several irregularities which need 
not now be discuBaod. Tho election was a 
very oloso ono indeed, and ho considered 
that tho parties have shown very good sonao 
in hgreoing to the introduction of this bill. 
Tho election law aa at presont would not, 
without such a bill, permit tho matter to 
ba disposed of in this way. 

Bill read a first time ; second reading 
to-morrow. 

The Speaker announcod that tho latoat 
edition of " May " haB boon reoolvod, is now 
in tho library, and will be hia guide in tho 
future.

Indications point to a large number of 
thrifty, well-to-do immigrants making their 
home in the province by next spring.

6hine.se Preparing f»r a Vigorous Resistance 
to the Japanese— The Mediation 
Question. 

London, Nov. 15.— The Diily Graphic 
has this dispatch from Tientsin : " Chineso 
reports emanating from Pari Arthur are to 
tho tll'dob that tho Chinese hv'.UI hold tu-o 
forts at Talien Wan and have fepulsed the 
Jopineso after defperato tigk&sg. The Jap 
aneae are said to be closing gradually round 
tho Chinese position. At I'-oit Arthur 
preparation line beon mado for tlio Japanrse 
atUck, und tho garrison is resolved to off.-r 
a vigorous rosiBtunoo. Part of Goneral 
Sung's army has retaken Kinohow and 
Motien Ling. The J ipaneBs wero routed 
uud purmcd for miles. " 

The Centra! -,'aws haB this from its 
Sharghai correspondent: "General Wei 
has been beheaded in oonsiqunnco of the de- 
feat of the Chineso army under him suffered 
at Ping Yang." 

Trom Chemulpo the Timos has this dis- 
patoh : " The rebellious Tonghaks are very 
aotivo, Tho Japanese armed 600 Korean 
soldiers and dispatched them against the 
rebels, whom tho Koreans joined. The 
ToDghaUs are issuing notiooa declaring that 
tho King is a prisoner and must be deliv- 
ered- Thoy quote a Beoret meBsage from 
tho King appealing for help." 

The Daily Chroniolo's Rome oorrosponden* J 
BayB : " Tho Pope followa tho war in 1 , ne 
East with intoreot, hoping that tho col', a p B0 
of China will favor tho Christian pr0 pa 
ganda. Ho wishes, after the war, to estab- 
lish a hierarchy In China, and be will nego 
ti&to with Jupnn for diploma'jio relations. 

SlIAKGHAI, Nov. 15. — la accordance with 
the demand of the British government the 
forts at Taku thiu morning Baluted thn 
British steamship Chun K*ng, whioh was 
boarded by ChinoBo Boldiers last August, 
The Chinese government will also degrade 
tho Taotai Sheug who was roaponsible for 
the outrage and apologizo. 

Tuftsin, Nov. 15.— Officials of tho Chi- 
nofe government this morning made the 
apologies demanded by tho British govern, 
menb officials for the outrage committed 
hv the Chinese soldiers on thn steamship 
Ching Kang in AuguBt. ■ The Ching Kang 
was saluted by the guns of the Taku forts 
and tho required apology was made to the 
British miuiBter. 

Berlin, Nov. 15 — Germany has replied 
to tho solicitation of China that tho former 
mediate between the latter and Japan, do 
c'iuing to intervene unless both Japan and 
Ch'na apply to Germany tor meeitation. 

Washington, Nov. 15. —It is stated here 
in official ciroies that Japan has not yet ao- 
oepted tho invitation of the United States to 
submit the question of peace with China to 
our mediation. While the statement 
probably literally correct, there is reason to 
bslievo that Japau h»s requostcd, as a pre 
liminary to action upunour invitation, that 
she be informed explicitly just what terms 
China has to propose as a basis of u treaty 
of psaco. 

It is becoming more evident that tho in- 
terference of European powers is a stumbl- 
ing block in tho way of a settlement of the 
war through the mediation of tho (Juitfd 
S'ateB, nearly all having interests in the 
E.iBt which thoy regard as parumounu to 
our own. An offioial who has given muoh 
attention to tho eubjeot is of the 
opinion that Russia will never consent to 
anything thpt, locks like an indefinite 
occupation of Korea by Japan, unless she is 
herself allowed to take poaBeesion of a por- 
tion of Korea for the Eistern terminus of 
the Siberian railroad. Francs is reported 
to have demanded a coaling station on the 
island of Formosa, and Great Britain has 
reached out for the island of Chusen. 

The Japanese minister has received the 
following cablegram from the Japanese gov- 
ernment ; " Our army occupied Talien Wan 
on the afternoon of the S h inst. , having de- 
stroyed the Chinese torpedoes. Our floe*, 
transports and torpedo boats aro safely an- 
chored in the bay. Tho torpedo station, 
with ignition equipments, chartB of submar- 
ine torpedoes, SO cannons and telephone liue 
were oupturod."

vico, ono that provides a speedy and 
effectual method of tying, hanging and 
untying storage bags of paper or cloth 

When tho bag is filled, take tho twine, 
cord, tapo or whatever material 
chosen for a tie string, fold it in the 
middle and tio tho two ends together in 
a solid knot with two littlo ends, pat 
the doubled cord around tho neck of tl 
bag and slip the wliolo end through the 
knotted ond. Draw tho loop through 
and pull it up as tightly as possible 
Tho bag will then bo tightly closed, and 
there will bo a long loop of tho cord by 
which it may bo suspended, tho woight 
of tho contents constantly serving to 
tighten tho closure. 

To instan tl j- open tho bag, with no 
bother of untying strings or cutting or 
picking out knots, drop tho suspension 
loop, take hold of tho two littlo ends, 
givo them a downward pull, and tho 
bag is opened. You find yourself with 
tho long doubled cord in your hand, 
ready to uso again and again, and you 
wonder why you never made uso of tho 
simple littlo patieuco saving dovice be 
fore. 

The Dross Suit Case. 

Tho traveling bag known as tho dress 
suit caso was, says tho New York Her- 
ald, originated about 35 years ago. For 
about 130 years it was used almost ox 
clusively for tho purpose indicated by 
its name. About fivo years ago it began 
to grow in favor as a bag for genera] 
use, and its sale as such has sinco in- 
creased rapidly. Its thinness mado it 
easier to carry, and it was less wearing 
on tho clothes of tho person carrying it. 
Things packed well in it, and it was a 
convenient bag to stow under a berth 
in a sleeping car, and it commended it- 
solf generally as an all around bag. 

It was said at a well known trunk 
and bag establishment that of all the 
traveling bags of that sizo now sold 
probably 50 per cent aro dress suit cases. 
Probably less than 10 per cent of these 
aro bought for tho exclusive carrying of 
dress suits. Tho large majority of them 
aro bought for uso as regular traveling 
bags. Thoy aro mado in various sizes 
and depths, tho deeper ones being known 
as deep dress suit cases. 



Hanging Shelves ard Brackets. 

In designing hanging shelves, cabi- 
nets or brackets it is well to bear in 
mind that any weight put upon tho 
shelves (ends to pull the nail by which 
tho whole ajucern is held out of the 
wall. If tho shelf is deep, it may bo 
oaded to the edge, and thus exert a 
great leverage. It is well, therefore, to 
make the shelves as narrow as they can 
bo and yet be serviceable. Again, the 
nearer the point of suspension is to tho 
shelf the greater tiio leverage exerted by 
tho latter upon tho nail or hook which 
supports it. It is best, then, to make a 
hanging cabinet tall and shallow, or, i; 
another shape is required, at. least to 
hang it from near the ceiling by long 
cords, says Tho Art Amateur. 



Creamed Cauliflower. 

Separate tho cauliflower into sections 
and throw into strong stilt and water to 
romovo insects. Cook until tender in 
water which is slightly salted. Remove 
to a vegetable dish and thicken a part 
of tho water in which tho cauliflower 
was cooked, with flour stirred smooth 
with thick cream, Tho sauco must not 
be too thick, but so that it may bo 
poured easily. Pour it over tho cauli 
flower, dot with bits of butter and servt 
hot.
